Mr. Roast save an Illuatratea address 
on the Bubjaot of "The Inner Ufa and 
Activity of the Metals." The subject 
ipatteç fpr tbe'locture was procured by 
ICt-.Roi^tn coniunetlon with ilr. Pas 
Coe.^'ifr.' Pnscoe very obllglnrly dem 
ftnstratcd the many lantern slides— 
most of which ho himself had prapared 
Mr. Roast asked tWit a full account 
of his address "be withheld from the 
publicity Incident to .being tncliidcd In 
the "Dally" columns, a.i he Intends to 
(five a fuller account of the aubject bo- 
fore the Society of Chemical Industry. 
So a Yory brief outline folloih: 

The outer life of the mettais has Iohr 
been known, but only of very recent 
years has any Idea of the Inner life and 
activity been obtained. A record of the 
Inner life and acttvity of a metal 
would seem to be dbservatlona of the 
chystanino structure, and the changes 
In crystalline structure and In physical 
properties, which a metal underffoes on 
oxpoauro to such , Influences as heat, 
sudden coolintr, forarinjr, etc. These ob. 
servatlons have only been made pos- 
sible by the use of the modern Instru- 
menU — microscopes and pyromotors. 
Without these, very lltUe could bo 
learned. 

All metals are of a oryatailinc char- 
aotcr, but this was for lonr unobserved 
l)ecau8e (1) the cryatajla are so very, 
fine; (2) the surface la atwttys covered 
by an amoiiplioiu layer. 

Oraftt care and trouble are necessary 
before a specimen oif metal can be sub- 
Jeotod tto mlcroacopoeal. examination— 
4t moat first be ground and .polished, 
and, lastly, the outer amorphous layer 
must be removed. 

Mr. faacoe next showed a unique 
selection of mlcroecoplc slides of pure 
metals, ferrous alloy» and non-Zerrous 
olloj-s. Mr. Roast pointed out how the 
microscope not only indicated the char- 
acter of the metals present but also 
plainly showed, as no chemical analysis 
can do, the probable physical properties 
nnd the effect of such conditions as 
Ileal treatment, etc. 

In the discussion that followed, Dr. 
Stansfleld pointed out what »reat dlffl- 
cultles the metallurslst had had to 
overcome In order to use reflected light 
for the microscopic examination of 
opaque metallic specimens. He also 
drew attention to the^truiy-raagnlflcent 
microscopic slices shown — these could 
ohly be obtained through years of 
patient work. 

It was very evident from the loud 
applause of a crowded room that every- 
one keenly nppreoiatied Mr. Roast's ad- 
dress. The meeting then adjourned.

The fencers yesterday afternoon 
worked hard at their defence work, 
practising the two dlsengagés In tho 

upper Unes, and learning the elements 
ol the riposte. The disengage Is exe- 
cuted from the on guard position, and 
consists of lowering the point of the 
(oil and grlnglng.lt sharply up with 
a straightened aim on the other side 
of the opponents foil, the movement 
Is then Immediately followed by a 
lunge. Thus the disengage constl- 
tiites the first and most elementary, 
yet the mqst effective feint In feQclng. 
At present the men are merely asked 
to get tho movements as easily as 
possible and to make accurate aim at 
the target, speed will bo acquired later 
on when the accuracy Is more perfect. 

The riposte Is a return thrust. On 
haying parried an attacking' blade 
successfully, tho point of the foil is 
lowered and directed straight at the 
body of the attacker. It.must always 
be executed with dash and vigor else 
the foiled opponent will have Jumr'J 
back to far. The simple riposte and ' 
the sImplË disengage are the two bioflt 
Important movements for the beginner 
to learn after he has mastered .his '"on 
guard," "thrust," "lungT and recover" 
movements. . Fencing:* is- an art of 
subterfuge. ' There ,.ate~ feints Innu- 
merable, but nqne* or'tHesc can bo at- 
tempted until a thorough mastery of 
the two first simple disengages in the 
high lines has been accoraplisbed. To 
tho good fe.ncep hpcHriUiyi'àijd sbaed 
are essential, but for the pr.esent Mr. 
Long wants the men to devote their 
energies- to getting- accuracy, -and he 
promises that tho speed will come. 

Last night each man was tried out 
separately by the iiistructpr, bis weak 
points were pointed out and several 
suitable exercises were, recommended 
to overcome these difficulties. The 
club, as a whole, has shown splendid 
enthusiasm and the work is going 
ahead 'iuost satisfactorily. It Is to 
be hoped that the majority of the men 
will stick to it for their remaining 
years at college and make our club the 
best In Canada. Not only this, but 
wo hope that they wll Ido much to- 
wards furthering tho Interests of fenc- 
ing In America, that ev^ntually we 
may bo rivals -to France and- Italy In 
this very popular paHtimr. I

Apologize— Why? 

There ar<! some things a discussion of which cannot be pro- 
">longc4'with arty^.prospcct of results which arc other than disadvan- 
tageous to ihc pcnions directly concerned. This £act.may in some 
measure account for our .surprise at the attitude of certain persona 
who were interested or involved in the recent discreditable Medical 
Prcshman-SopjiumOrc episode. 

i We had decided to pass by, as unworthy of comment, certain 
>»criUcism!{ which 'have been publicly made relative to the action' of 
'the "Daily" in scoring the conduct of those who on the above- 
mentioned occasion apparently forgot themselves. - Our resolution 
in this respect has, however, given way before certain current 
rumors to the effect that an apology is going to be forcefully elicited 
from the "Daily." ' 

; .We do not fpr a moment propose to here enter into any justi- 
iici^it^n of our attitude in this connection. Suffice it to say that 
wc, or anyone else, will have little difficulty ii\ substantiating any 
imputations to which we have given promin^ce. 

The insinuation was recently made that it was high time that 
the "Daily" gave expression to the sentiments of the Students' 
Body. Possibly we have failed lamentably in this respect, but we 
would suggest that if this person for a moment imagines that the 
sentiments which he expressed, or which were expressed in the 
.iaction of the medical students who participated in the recent un- 
ifdrttinate incident, arc those of the' Student Body, he is laboring 
under a ffrave misapprehension. 

Further, wc would remind all such critics that while McGill 
I^PâÙy*' aims at expressing the sentiments of the Student Body-r-is 
their official organ— and is therefore, tn the final analysis, amenable 
^o the 'Students' Council, indcpeadeoce is none the less the 
of those who arc entrusted with its prodtiction. 

'The "Daily" did express itself in no uncertain terms of disap- 
t> -proyal respecting the incident in question. Wc have not since been 
confronted with any reason sufficient to justify the retraction or 
■ even the modification of our original statement which, in our opin- 
ioni and In the opinion of many others, was wdl-fonnded beyond 
question. .
